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Washington Temple Church of 
God in Christ was filled to 
capacity and over flowing, as the 
nation paused to conduct rites 
for a prince among preachers.

The eulogy was delivered by 
Bishop Ithiel Clemmons and 
words of encouragement were 
given by the esteemed leadership 
of that jurisdiction. 


Saturday at 11:00 a.m. the 
national commemorative service 
was conducted. Bishop J. O. 
Patterson, Sr., life long friend 
and presiding officer of the 
Church of God in Christ 
officiated. For Bishop Patterson 
it was no easy task because 
Bishop Washington was a man 
who engendered a lot of love. As 
a result of the late bishop’s 
character, in attendance were 
members of the general board, 
board of bishops, pastors, saints 
and friends from around the 
country.

Men, 
women, boys and girls cried 
tears and lamented the passing 
of an era. F. D. the preacher’s 
preacher and_ prince of 
proclaimers was truely dead. 


Bishop L. H. Ford called the 
service to order and Bishop J. D. 
Husband prayed the invocation. 
God heard the prayer and 
comforted the pain everyone 
suffered. The congregation was 
lifted higher through the efforts 
of the Eastern New York State 
Choir. Dr. Mattie Clark and 
daughter Twinkie broke the 
yoke with anointed songs. 


The tributes were numerous as 
everyone shared thoughts of 
Washington the man. Those on 
the program paid tribute to the 
prince of preachers. Mother 
Freddie Bell paid tribute in 
behalf of International 
Supervisor of Women, Dr.

One of the hottest items in 
current literature and 
journalism is the “Pentecostal- 
Charismatic Movement.” In 
both religious and secular 
writing, the fields of psychology, 
sociology, and theology, in media 
attention and scholarly inquiry 

few topics are more 
consistently appealing to 
“other” folk than “our’’ folk. 
Despite endless quibblings over 
such nomenclatures’ as 
“holiness, sanctified, full-gospel, 
pentecostal, charismatic,” etc. 
(though these nuances are 
significant), when they speak 
about either the pentecostals or 
the charismatics, we are the type 
in mind. 


Until recent years, most of the 
propagation on this strange 
subject was negative at best and 
ugly caricature at worst. Labels 
ranged from intellectually 
deprived and _ emotionally 
disturbed to subculturally 
bizarre and religiously occultic. 
Several natural and 
supernatural factors have 
caused a major attitudinal shift 
in recent years; the past two 
decades have yielded a much 
kinder and fairer representation 
of the generic pentecostal 
tradition. Generally now the 
pentecostal tradition is accepted 
by most thinkers as one of the 
many legitimate segments of the 
diversified Christian Church. 


That was the good news; there 
is some sad news. Two sadly 
interesting realities occur in 
most non-black discussions 
about the pentecostal 
movement: 1) The historical 
contributions of black 
pentecostals are obscured 2) The 
statistical and spiritual capacity 
of the Church of God in Christ 
in particular is minimized and 
discredited. 


Unfortunately this brand of 
racism is as prevalent in 
established Christian 
publications as any. A recent 
example was the October, 1987, 
issue of Christianity Today. 
This is the leading evangelical 
(conservative) magazine in 
America; it is sponsored by no 
particular denomination. 


These articles were largely 
courageous and fat 
assessments of American 
Pentecostalism-historically, 
theologically and statistically. 
However, it was frustrating to 
me as a Christian, and insulting 
to us as “God in Christ 
churchmen” to see the typical 
racism of Protestant journalism 
and scholarship here of all places 
(a reputable Bible believing 
camp.) How could a study be 
made of “neo-Pentecostals”’ with 


no serious attention given to the 
major contributions of 
personalities and structures 
which just happen to be black. 
Literally, that is a shame before 
God! Repeatedly they referred to 
“the principal Pentecostal 
denominations” and never even 
mention the Church of God in 
Christ. It was disappointing to 
read the details of our sister 
denominations whose 
memberships are half of ours, 
while we were totally ignored. 
Later in the article they assume 
the “‘validity” of the Assemblies 
of God constitutents to be 2.1 
million, but give no explanation 
whatsoever for “disputing” the 
3.7 million figure for the Church 
of God in Christ. Moreover, they 
interview four fine pentecostal 
leaders and not once is a non- 
anglo leader or _ scholar 
mentioned or recognized. Bishop 
Patterson is but one of the 
strongest leaders of over 3 
million American Pentecostals; 
he and his followers who happen 
to be black, are no less 
Pentecostal or American. Again, 
our leadership was ignored. 
Regardless of any ethnic 
considerations, God has blessed 
us to be at least the second 
(maybe the first) largest 
pentecostal body in American, 
and certainly one of the oldest. 


Well, what difference does it 
make? For truth sake along an 
accurate and fair accounting 
should be presented, especially 
by those who are espouse the 
virture of Scriptural-truth, 
truth-telling, and truth-living. 


Secondly, present perceptions of 
the majority form future 
realities of the minority. The 
early Church was severely 
persecuted because the Roman 
Empire perceived them as 
practitioners of incest, 
cannibalism, and treason. They 
misrepresented the “family”’ 
nature of the church, the 
misunderstood the symbolic 
eating of the Lord’s broken body, 
and mistook loyalty to God as 
sedition of government. Invalid 
perceptions are often costly. 
Thirdly, credibility is an 
indispensable tool for successful 
religious pursuits. Accurate 
recognition of integrity, 
potential, and strength are 
among those intangibles that 
make for Kingdom building. To 
a degree our evangelism is 
affected by our reputation. 


What are the consequences for 
our church is this dishonest and 
reckless handling of our heritage 
continues? Will not our own 
future reading generations be 
affected by the marrying of the 
C.0.G.1.C. image? Would it not 
be tragic for our children to 
abandon their spiritual heritage

Elder Joseph Jackson 


It was unfortunate, but it was 
true that an article was printed 
three years ago last July to 
inform readers of a three-alarm 
fire that engulfed and destroyed 
First Pentecostal (Page’s 
Temple) Church of God in Christ 
in Dallas. The Dallas Fire 
Department officially ruled 
arson as the cause of the fire that 
left the pastor and members of 
Page’s Temple devastated at the 
loss of their church. The pastor, 
Elder T. D. Daniel, was quoted 
by reporters as to have said, 
“They might slow us down, but 
they can’t stop us.” 


First Pentecostal is a historical 
church in the Dallas area, as 
well as, to the Church of God 
in Christ. It was in 1914, when 
the Lord spoke to Bishop E. M. 
Page and said, “I want you to 
go to Texas.” Bishop Page’s call 
to move to Texas was later 
confirmed when the Holy Ghost 
revealed the same destination to 
our leader and founder, Bishop 
C. H. Mason. 


Bishop Page’s ministry 
flourished in Texas. Then in 
1928, after pastoring First 
Pentecostal C.O.G.I.C. on

Cochran Street in Dallas, Bishop 
Page and his congregation were 
blessed to build a three-story, 
brick veneer building with a 
seating capacity for 1200. 


It was this building that fell as 
the victim of arsonists, and now, 
three years later, the words 
spoken by Eld. Daniel have been 
fulfilled---for Page’s Temple has 
not stopped. 


Elder Joseph Jackson, son of 
former Page’s Temple pastor 
Elder R. M. Jackson, was 
officially installed as the pastor 
of First Pentecostal C.0.G.LC., 
2574 W. Illinois Ave., in June of 
1987. (The church has been at 
this location since 1985.) Eld. 
Jackson is now the fifth pastor 
of First Pentecostal in its 
historic line of leaders that 
include: Bishop E. M. Page, Eld. 
R. M. Jackson, Bishop F. L. 
Haynes and Superintendent T. 
D. Daniel---all of whom are now 
deceased. 


Eld. Jackson’s church-related 
experience includes having been 
saved in January, 1966, at the 
age of 22 under the pastorage of 
his father, and he was called to 
the ministry that same year. 
Since that time, he has served 
as Youth Pastor of Page’s 
Temple, Secretary of Ministerial 
Alliance C.O.G.I.C. Texas 
Northeast, Assistant Pastor of 
Page’s Temple 1978-1987, Vice

PIONEER 
REMEMBERED

Mrs. H. M. Henderson 


Knoxbee County, Mississippi, 
was the birthplace of the late 
Overseer James H. Henderson. 
On January 29, 1876, James H. 
Henderson entered the scene of 
life through birth, walked across 
the stage of life and on May 20, 
1943, stepped off the stage by 
way of death. 


James H. Henderson was saved 
before 1897. 


His role in life was a great 
inspiration to many. Although 
he was not a college student or 
university graduate, nor even a 
high school student, the Lord 
saved him, filled him with the 
Holy Ghost, gave him his 
inheritance among those who 
were sanctified, and made him 
a king’s son. 


Through “kneeology” God was 
his teacher, endowing him with 
wisdom and understanding 
enabling him to read God’s word, 
to instruct and teach others to 
read the word, learn the way of 
Holiness and to walk therein. He 
was an example of what he 
preached and taught. 


About 1897, he was called to the 
ministry and he preached the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ without 
fear. Although he was 
threatened more than one time 
for preaching, he was 
determined to continue to point 
souls to Christ. 


On one occasion he went to jail 
with Bishop C. H. Mason and 
spent the night in jail with him 
in Lexington, Mississippi, not 
for any wrong they had done, but 
for Christ’s sake. His love for 
Bishop C. H. Mason was so great 
and so deep, he would not leave 
him to face persecution alone, he 
stayed with him that night and 
they like Paul and Silas, prayed 
together. 


On another occasion, Overseer 
Henderson was demanded to 
preach no more if he wanted to 
live, but he preached on and on. 
Thank God for, “Faithful Unto 
Death Preachers”. 


He was told that he would be 
thrown into the Tallahassee 
River, but he preached on. 


By the power of the Almighty 
God, many, many, many, came 
to Christ. 


Some of the great men of this 
great Church were saved, 
sanctified and filled with the 
Holy Ghost, through the 
example of right living, the 
teaching of God’s word, the 
continued preaching, and the 
sincere prayers.

national tithing program. 
Bishop Patterson, Sr., voiced the 
fact that tithing was the key to 
solving the financial problems of 
the institution. He reiterated the 
Church is a connectional system 
which must draw support from 
the local churches. It is 
important that the bishops 
effectively work the tithing 
program in their respective 
jurisdictions. In the spirit of 
support, one general board 
member who initially failed to 
give full support to the program 
stated how much he regretted 
that.

After loosing 
both of our renowned general 
board members in seven years, 
we are hurt. Bishop Washington 
was the embodiment of the ideal 
preacher and we shall miss him. 
Still, we shall and must carry 
on.” Sister Patricia Kittrell, a 
devoted state choir member 
spoke through the tears,” He 
was like a father to us. Things 
he taught us will long be 
remembered.”’ Minister 
Timothy Wright was sadden 
and could not talk.

Bishop Frederick Douglas 
Washington was born January 
1, 1913, in Dermott, Arkansas, 
to Bishop Walter and Mrs. Jessie 
B. Washington. 


An ambassador to the Christian 
ministry for 65 years, young 
Frederick Douglas began 
preaching at the age of four, not 
realizing the great destiny God 
had designed for him. He made 
a glorious and conclusive 
declaration as he entered the 
public ministry at the age of ten. 


Bishop Washington was a 
graduate of Saints Junior 
College, Moody Bible Institute 
and Trinity Hall College and 
Seminary, from which he 
received his Doctor of Law and 
Divinity degrees. He also 
received an honorary Doctor of 
Divinity degree from the United 
Christian College. 


On June 6th, 1934, young Elder 
Washington married Ernestine 
B. Thomas. This great team 
began a world-wide gospel 
ministry that reached the four 
corners of the world, with Sister 
Ernestine’s melodious singing 
and this giant of a gospel 
preacher and expositor. After 
forty-nine years of joint ministry 
and marriage, this Song Bird of 
the East went on to view the 
glory of God on July 1, 1983. 


In February, 1935, Elder and 
Sister Washington arrived in 
Caldwell, New Jersey to await 
his first official appointment as 
Pastor of First Church of God 
in Christ, Holy Tabernacle of 
Caldwell. In the same year this 
band of saints, with a Moses at 
the helm, marched into a new 
edifice at 23 Roseland Avenue. 
This congregation grew by leaps 
and bounds, and later moved to 
Montclair, again with a new 
name, Trinity Temple. 


This tall, young, gifted pastor 
was soon to hear the call “Go 
to Brooklyn and I will bless you” 
and like Abraham, he answered 
the call to go to a strange land 
where God would bless him. A 
silver-tongued orator, both 
unique and nonpareil, Elder

Washington surely walked to 
the beat of his own drummer. 
Innovative in his ability to meet 
the demands of the day, he 
founded the Washington Temple 
Church of God in Christ (the 
Church with the Universal 
Outreach) on the sawdust trail 
in 1951. He resided as shepherd 
of this flock for the past thirty- 
six years. 


He was consecrated to the 
Bishopric in 1955, by the founder 
of the Church of God in Christ, 
the late Bishop Charles Harrison 
Mason. 


Bishop Washington served as 
Assistant Bishop, Eastern New 
York Jurisdiction for a number 
of years. On January 21, 1983, 
he succeeded the Late Bishop O. 
M. Kelly as Jurisdictional 
Prelate. This aggregation is 
comprised of over two-hundred 
churches, that extend from 
upstate Schnectady to the far tip 
of Long Island, Montauk Point. 
An integral part of Bishop 
Washington’s administration as 
Jurisdictional Prelate is the 
conclusive construction of the 
new O. M. Kelly Executive 
Office Building. Preeminently 
he was elevated to the office of 
Second Assistant to the 
Presiding Bishop of the Church 
of God in Christ in November, 
1984. 


On February 2, 1985, Bishop 
Washington and Dr. Gwendolyn 
Redd-Connelly were joined 
together in holy matrimony. 


Bishop Washington was also 
engaged in many activities, such 
as President of the United 
African-American Church of 
New York, representing nine 
denominations, chairman of the 
committee for World-Wide 
Broadcast of the Church of God 
in Christ, International; 
Founder and President of the 
Ernestine & Arenia Institute 
and F. D. Washington 
Community Center; 
accomplished radio minister, 
conducting thirteen broadcasts 
throughout the United States 
and the world. Bishop 
Washington received many 
accolades and awards too 
numerous to mention at this 
time. 


Bishop Washington has been one 
of the most celebrated 
Pentecostal evangelists in this 
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century and his ministry has 
been a definite reality in our 
times; a Prince of Preachers, 
Counselor Extraordinaire, 
Preacher’s Preacher, Master 
Teacher and a Pastor’s Pastor, 
but most of all a Saint of the 
Most High God. 


Even in his ultimate message to 
the saints, he stood like Moses, 
a gaint among giants; a 
Colossus, even in the midst of 
mighty men. And the request of 
his spirit surpasses that of any 
other man; and he said, “Lord, 
I beseech thee, show me thy 
glory.” 


Bishop Washington leaves to 
mourn a devoted wife, Dr. 
Gwendolyn Washington; loving 
mother, Jessie B. Washington; 
devoted daughter, Frederika 
Washington-Napper; loving son, 
Ernest W. Washington; devoted 
son-in-law, Rev. E. Xavier 
Napper; Tedi Renee Redd, 
Patricia Conway and Annie Wah 
Briggs; ten grandchildren: 
Ernest Frederick, Eric Dwayne, 
Satydra Monique, Ernestine 
Marie, Edwina Xavera Napper 
(deceased), Quentin Leonard, 
Kyra, Kasan, Ernestine and 
Musu; cousin, Delores Pugh; in- 
laws; a host of friends and the 
Washington Temple Family, 
Eastern New York Jurisdictional 
Family and the National Church 
Family. 


Saints, we don’t cry or mourn 
over this great loss, as those who 
have no hope, but are ever the 
more challenged to view God’s 
Glory just as Bishop 
Washington does now.
